handle further comprising a grasping portion and an anchoring portion, the 
anchoring portion be- plate and the of the flooring fastened on at least one 
sidewall of the magazine body, thereby providing an integral extraction handle, 
wherein the presence of the handle does not interfere with the removal of the 
floor plate.

• Blackamore (5,309,660) teaches a magazine body (14) with sidewalls, a 
feed end for interfacing with a given weapon, a floor end opposite the feed 
end and a removable floor plate covering said floor end, and, a handle, 
wherein the presence of the handle does not interfere with the removal of 
the floor plate (fig. 8).
